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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims 1, 2 and 7-10 have been canceled. 

Oath/Declaration 

2. The declaration is defective in that it does not reference the provisional 
application upon which applicant is relying for priority. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest a seal comprising a flexible magnetic layer with either a line of 
weakness formed therein having perforations wherein the spacing between the 
perforations has two different lengths or two lines of weakness that intersect one 
another in combination with all of the other limitations of claims 3 and 1 1 . The claims 
are also allowed in view of the Terminal Disclaimer filed on 1/3/05.
